Additional! significance must be 
attached to Mr. Houwughton's ad- 
dress because it was his first pubdb- 
lic utterance since he succeeded 
Secretary Kellogg at jhe London 
Embassy and also because it was 
made within less than a month aft- 
er his departure from Washing- 
ten, where he was in conference 
repeatedly both with President 
Coclidge and Secretary Kellogg in 
preparation for his new duties. His 
words gain added force as well be- 
cause of the fact that he went 
from the Berlin to the London 
Embasey with only the Washing- 
ton conferences and a brief leave 
in this country intervening. 


HELD SIGNIFICANT 

In view of these circumstances 
and deapite official reticence here, 
it seems clear that Mr. Houghton 
was voicing the fundamental con- 
ception of the Coolidge adminis- 
tration as to the attitude Anrerita 
must take on European problems.

The Anaheim Land and Water

Baldwin property and east of the 
Rubel, Cone, Moynier and Dabney- 
lLioyd properties, operated by the 
Petroleum Securities Company, 
and Petroleum Midway Company. 
The well ia in the southwest corner 
of the lease and is an wffset to the 
Petroleum Securities’ Rubel lease 
and the Standard Oil Company's Los 
Angeles Investment Company No. 
1 lease, which adjoins the Shell 
leare on the south. 

The Shelli acquired the Anaheim 
land about six weeks ago. The 
property is slightly north of the 
present trénd of production and 
many oll men believed that very 
little of the tract would prove pro- 
ductive. Shell officials assert that 
the showing in the first well indi- 
cates that about one-half of the 
200-acre tract may be oill-bearing 
territory.

Failure 
to comply with this requisite will 
result in cancellation of the per- 
mit. 

At least one well a year must 
be drilled by the concessionaire 
and a minimum depth of 1000 
meters, or about 3000 feet. 

At the end of the period grant- 
ed for exploration the concession- 
aire will pay in advance an an- 
nual rent of five pesos per hectar 
and compliance with his ebliga- 
tions will be guaranteed with a 
deposit in gold coin of 10,009 
pesos. This amount will be re- 
turned to the concessionaire if at 


the end of the period alloted them 
it ia not desired to continue work, 
or in case the concession should 
be canceled, 

Up to six months dating from 
the publication of the decree 
those persons occupying land un- 
der government will be given 
preferential -attention and if the 
occupant of the land should not 
take advantage of the opportunity 
and the permit should be grant- 
ed to some other person, he will 
be indemnified with an amount 
stipulated by the Ministry of 
Commerce and Industry for dam- 
ages and losses suffered by the 
necessary operations of the con- 
ceasionaire. 

All concessions granted will be 
of a provisional nature and will 
not be exempt from eventual ap-

NEW YORK. May 4.—City po- 
licemen, State troepers and other 
police officers deriving their au- | 
thority from the State have the! 
right to search homes and indi-/ 
vidual cars on the highways. for | 
liquor evidence, the Uni.ed States, 
Cireuit Court of Appeals held to- 
day in an opinion which also de 
clafed that Federal agents canaet 
do these things withopt a search 
warrant. The decision, according 
to Emory R. Buckner, United 


and important pginciple of law. 

The decision was interpreted to 
mean that no Federal offieer or 
agency has the right to search and) 
seize property without beforehand 
knowledge, upon which a search 
warrant may teseve after an affidavit 
has been made, but that on the 
other. hand, any town constable, 
trooper or policeman can search 
and. seize without a search war- 
rant, t being amenable to the 
Fourth\Amendment of the Fed- 
eral Conatitution. 

The decision came on an appeal 
by William Schroeder. a police- 
man of this city, who last August 
was observed by 
men and arrested for transport- 
ing gin. 

Schroeder's gttorney moved to 
dismiss on thé grounds that evi- 
dence was obtained in violation of 
his constitutiona} rights as secured 
by the Fourth and Fifth amend- 

ents. 

The Federal Circuk Court sald 
that the seizure of the liquor with- 
out a search warrant was not con- 
trary to law and did. not violate 
the constitutional! rights of the de- 
fendant as the persons who made 
the seizure were not Federal of- 
ficers. The Fourth Amendment, the 
court held, does not protect citi- 
zens against unreasonable searches 
by the State government.

LARGE SCALE 
There are certain industries that 
are more adaptable to large enter- 
prises than are others, saye Dr.

They are those which require « 
large capital investment, partic- 
ulariy In plant and equipment, 
such as sugar: refining. copper 
smelting and steel mills: those 
which are monopolies with a suffi- 
clently large market to make oper- 
ation on a large scale feasible, in- 
cluding artificial monopolies, such 
as those based on patent rights, as 
well as monopolies by nature: 
those in which a natural resource 
is required and tn which that nat- 
ural resource is limited in amount 
and localized in geographical dis- 
tribution, such as the manufacture 
of lead and zine products: those 
in which the product is capable of 
standardization and in which a 
teat for quality is required, such 
as sugar, salt, and meat packing; 
those in which the product is 
highly complex and can be con- 
structed only by an intricate fab- 
ricating system of a large and di- 
versified organization, such as 
typewriters, adding machines. tex- 
tile machinery, and automobiles: 
and those in which the product is 
large in size, requiring complex 
equipment for construction as well!

ordnance. 


MANY NOT ADAPTABLE

PORTLAND (Or.) Mey 4-— 
Alexander Gerlach, better known 
as “Inch-and-a-Quarter Jimmy.” 
one of the most surprising crimi- 
nals to come into the custody of 
the police of any city. Admitting 
upward of 100 robberies, and 
charged by the police with many 
more, “Jimmy” would naturally be 
expected to be a criminal of the 
hard-boiled variety. In reality he 
is an inoffensive-appearing youns 
man who, since his capture, has 
spent his time whimpering in his 
cell until the police have dubbed 


him “Weeping Willie.” 


The robberies of which “Jimmy” 
was the author kept Portland in « 
turmoil all last winter. He oper- 
ated tn the Irvington and Alameda 
districts, fine residence areas. 
Every Saturday and Sunday night 
he worked, usually robbing 
many as eight or ten homes, prow!- 
ing them thoroughly but taking 
nothing except money and gemma. 
Occasionally he worked on some 
other night, but always on Satur- 


day and Sunday.

he was shot in the leg by an officer 
whe detected him enterfng a house. 
He was captured and at once be- 
came the most docile of prisoners.

An amusing 
clroumstance is that he was the 
next-deor neighber to James M. 
Tackaberry, oity detective who had 
been assigned in charge of the hunt 
for “Jimmy.”

Tacke- 
berry kept the dogs at his home. 
“Jimmy.” watching at his window. 
saw the dogs leave and return. He 
refrained from prowling while they

SHOCKS HIS CAPTORS 


The entire police force received 
a shock when they came face to 
face with “Jimmy.” It was a sur- 
prise to find him so far from the 
type of criminal they had con- 
ceived him. No sooner had he been 
arrested than he began to confess 
his crimes and beg for mercy. He 
cringed and whined when anyone 
went into his cell until everyone 


became disgusted. 


“It all goes to prove though that 
most crooks are yellow.” said 
Tackaberry. “I have found few 
crooks outside of yegss who had 


any real nerve.

managed to dodge wus when 


went out in force to get him. His 
father, brother and eister al) lived 
in the district where he prowled. 
If things got too hot he would just 
drop into one of their homes for a 
visit.
